TROOPS ARE 


PATH REFUSES 


Bryan Club Formed at Cincinnati-Slater tats to See 


the Governor Before Oiviog Up His Office- 


News of Ohio Briefly Told, 


Wheeling, W. Va., June 9.— Brigadier 


General Speaks said in an interview 
over the telephone that all the Ohio 
troops in. the Jefferson county mining 
regions would start for home today. 
He said the order was given by Adju- 
tant General Hughes after a consulta- 
tion with the sheriff of the county. 


Dillonvale, O., June 9.— The situa- 


tion in the eastern Ohio district is 
such that Sheriff Vorhees has deemed 
it necessary to transfer the companies 
of state troops now stationed at Brad- 
ley to Dillonvale. Sheriff Vorhees has 
been informed by officials of the M. A. 
Hanna Coal Company that it will re- 
sume operations here Monday and that 
the compaay fears trouble from the 
strikers. 
The company is depending 


on a number of its old employes re- 
turning to work under last year's scale. 
and officials say some of the old em- 
ployes have told the management that 
if the whistle is blown Monday they 
will return to work regardless 01 what 
the union officials may say. At Roby- 
ville and Ramsey the Roby Coal Com- 
pany notified pit bosses to prepare the 
mines for resumption with non-union 
men Monday, but they refused to com- 
ply and quit.

We were permitted 
to go everywhere on the property," 
said Mr. Harrison, '"and to mingle 
freely among the striking miners, who 
seem to be taking matters good humor- 
edly and express themselves as highly 
pleased with the exchange made from 
undisciplined, and. in some cases, un- 
couth, inconsiderate guards, to tho 
trained Ohio Soldier."
